THIS BRAND’S BLOCKBUSTER intro¬ 
duction for SIHH 2013 was its Grand 
Complication (see WT March-April, page 
55), but the company launched another 
highly complicated watch, the 1815 Rat- 
trapante Perpetual Calendar. It contains 
the new LI01.1 caliber, a hand-wound 
movement with 636 components. The 
L101.1 is the company’s eighth propri¬ 
etary chronograph movement. The moon- 
phase display, consisting of a solid gold 
disk bearing 410 stars, is so precise that it 
will be off by just one day in 122 years. 
The watch is 41.9 mm in diameter and 
14.7 mm thick and comes in platinum 
($213,000) and rose gold ($189,000). 

The brand’s new watches also includ¬ 
ed the Grande Lange 1 Lumen, named for 
its luminous big date, time and power- 
reserve displays. Lange says it is the first 
watch with a luminous big date display, 
which was made possible by a special con¬ 
struction: a section of the dial is covered 
with sapphire coated with a material that 
blocks most light but allows the invisible 
UV spectrum to pass through it. These UV 
rays charge the luminous material on the 
date-digits disks while they are beneath 
the sapphire window so that when the dig¬ 
its rotate into the date apertures, they are 
glowing brightly. Lange used this princi¬ 
ple in its Zeitwerk Luminous watch of 
2010. The watch contains the L095.2 in- 
house, hand-wound movement, which 
was launched last year. The watch is 40.9 
mm in diameter and has a platinum case. 
It is being produced in a limited edition of 
200 pieces ($70,400).

THE NEW CLIFTON collection for men 
features nine models evoking the under¬ 
stated elegance of men’s watches from 
the 1950s. The look is inspired by a vin¬ 
tage 1950s watch in Baume & Mercier’s 
historical collection. The six Clifton 
Automatic watches reinforce Baume’s 
“value for money” argument. The 
watches have 41-mm, stainless-steel cas¬ 
es and small seconds and date displays. 
Inside is an automatic Sellita SW260-1 
movement. The suggested retail price is 
$2,700 on a strap and $2,900 on a seven- 
row bracelet.

, in which the 
hour and minutes hands seem to rotate 
in thin air, have been a Cartier specialty 
for more than a century. This year, the 
company brought out two new mysteri¬ 
ous wristwatches. One was a tourbillon 
(see WT March-April, page 56-58). The 
other was this model, called the Rotonde 
de Cartier Mystery watch ($52,500). It 
owes its mystique to four transparent 
sapphire disks: the hour and minutes 


hands are each mounted on one, and the 
other two cover the display on the front 
and back. The disks have a nonreflective 
finish to make them truly invisible. This 
display module is assembled in a so- 
called “laminar flow hood,” in which air 
flows continuously, preventing dust par¬ 
ticles from settling on the disks. The 
movement itself occupies a crescent¬ 
shaped zone on the base plate. Although 
mystery timepieces are usually fragile be¬ 


cause of their transparent disks, this one 
isn’t, according to Cartier. The watch 
was tested for shock resistance and was 
able to resist 500 consecutive impacts, as 
well as a jolt equivalent to being dropped 
onto a hard floor from a height of one 
meter. The movement is the in-house, 
hand-wound Caliber 9981 MC, which is 
4.61 mm thick and 31.9 mm in diameter. 
The case is 42 mm in diameter and comes 
in rose or white gold.

IN RECENT YEARS IWC has been up¬ 
dating its various collections, one per 
year, and unveiling the revamped models 
at SIHH. This year it was the Ingenieur 
collection’s turn. The new watches show 
a strong automotive influence, the prod¬ 
uct of IWC’s recent partnership with the 
Mercedes AMG Petronas Formula 1 
team. The Ingenieur Constant-Force 
Tourbillon is the keystone of the collec¬ 
tion. You can see the constant-force 
mechanism through the tourbillon win¬ 
dow at 9 o’clock. This device uncouples 
the escapement from the gear train in or¬ 
der to maintain the balance at a constant 
amplitude. The Constant-Force Tourbil¬ 
lon is powered by manually wound man¬ 
ufacture Caliber 94800, which has two 
barrels to provide a 96-hour power re¬ 
serve. The watch also features a North¬ 
ern- and Southern-Hemisphere moon- 
phase display at 2 o’clock and a power- 
reserve display between 4 and 5 o’clock. 
The 46-mm case is made of platinum and 
ceramic and has a see-through caseback, 
held in place by titanium screws. The 
watch costs $290,000. 


The Ingenieur Perpetual Calendar 
Digital Date-Month has not only a per¬ 
petual calendar but also a chronograph. 
The case is made of titanium aluminide, a 
light and tough titanium alloy frequently 
used in race cars. The date and month are 
shown in large digital displays at 9 and 3 
o’clock, respectively. Each of these subdi¬ 
als is covered in a semi-transparent sap¬ 
phire glass inlay, so you can see the turn¬ 
ing of the disks. The chronograph has not 
only a central seconds hand but also a 
“watch within a watch” at 12 o’clock, 
which can count the elapsed hours and 
minutes in a clear two-handed display. In 
an homage to Formula 1 racing, the man¬ 
ufacture movement, automatic Caliber 
89802, has a “quick-action switch”: it 
siphons off energy when the date display 
advances each night, so that no energy is 
lost and timing is not affected when all 
five display disks turn at the end of the 
year. Price: $49,700.

THIS NEW VERSION of JLC’s Deep Sea 
Chronograph has a case made of cermet, a 
composite material made of ceramic (the 
“cer” in the name) and metal (the “met”) 
that is used in aerospace applications and 
in Formula 1 racing. This particular cer¬ 
met is composed of an aluminum matrix 
reinforced by ceramic particles topped by 
a 40-micron-thick protective ceramic 
coating. It is more shock-resistant than 
pure ceramics and is not damaged by ex¬ 
treme temperatures. The ceramic layer on 
top is more scratch resistant than steel. 
Furthermore, the cermet is extremely 
lightweight: 66 percent lighter than titani¬ 
um. The case is water resistant to 100 me¬ 
ters and is 44 mm wide. 

The watch, called the Deep Sea 
Chronograph Cermet ($18,000) contains 


JLC’s automatic Caliber 758, which has a 
power reserve of 65 hours. The dial fea¬ 
tures a special display that is composed of 
one red disk and one white disk and 
shows the wearer at a glance if the 
chronograph is running, stopped or reset. 

JLC also launched a new ultra-thin 
model called the Master Ultra Thin 
Jubilee ($17,800), a hand-wound watch 
just 4.05 mm thick. Its movement, Caliber 
849, is just 1.85 mm thick. The watch was 
modeled on a JLC ultra-thin pocketwatch 
from 1907, and is one of three watches be¬ 
ing launched this year to mark the compa¬ 
ny’s 180th anniversary. The “1833” on 
the dial is the year that JLC was founded. 
The watch has a platinum case, 39 mm in 
diameter, and is being manufactured in a 
limited edition of 880 pieces. 
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Another new model in the TimeWalk- 
er collection is the Voyager UTC 
($3,965), a non-chronograph version of 
the ChronoVoyager UTC, launched last 
year. The second time zone is shown by 
means of a red-tipped hour hand. The 
case is steel and is available with a 
brushed titanium or a steel bezel. 

Montblanc introduced a third new 
Time Walker model, the Twinfly Chrono¬ 
graph, which has a subdial at 12 o’clock 
to show the time in a second time zone. 
The subdial is decorated with sun rays 
and a celestial dome to indicate day and 
night, respectively. The watch contains 
the brand’s in-house Caliber MB LL 100, 
which has a column wheel and flyback 
function. In an unusual twist, elapsed sec¬ 
onds and elapsed minutes are both shown 
by center-mounted hands so as to leave 
more room on the dial for the second- 
time-zone subdial. Running seconds are 
at 6 o’clock. The watch is 42 mm in di¬ 
ameter and comes with an alligator strap 
($7,900) or bracelet ($8,200).

WATCH COMPANIES ARE devising all 
kinds of variation on the world-time 
watch. Montblanc has a new world 
timer, the TimeWalker World-Time 
Hemispheres, which comes in two ver¬ 
sions. One has a map of the Northern 
Hemisphere and an immobile city ring in¬ 
scribed with Northern-Hemisphere cities, 
and the other version bears a Southern- 
Hemisphere map and city ring. The rotat¬ 
ing 24-hour disks in the centers of the 
watches’ dials turn in opposite directions 
so that the correct hour will always be 
next to the correct city name: the disk on 


the Northern-Hemisphere watch turns 
clockwise and the disk on the Southern- 
Hemisphere one turns counterclockwise. 
Both watches have on their casebacks a 
circle of city names from the opposite 
hemisphere indicating by how many 
hours the times in these cities vary from 
Greenwich Mean Time. The cases are 42 
mm in diameter and made of stainless 
steel. The model for the Northern Hemi¬ 
sphere ($4,900) has a light gray dial and 
black leather strap; the Southern-Hemi¬ 
sphere version has an anthracite dial and 
stainless-steel bracelet ($5,600).

THE BIG NEWS at Panerai was its two 
new in-house chronograph movements. 
One is the P.9100, Panerai’s first auto¬ 
matic chronograph movement with a fly¬ 
back function. The P.9100 is debuting in 
the Luminor 1950 3 Days Chrono Fly¬ 
back, which features pushers on the left 
side of the brushed-steel case. The 
elapsed-minutes hand is mounted in the 
center of the dial, along with the elapsed 
seconds hand (the latter is blue). Both of 
these hands are narrow and easy to dis¬ 
tinguish from the standard hour and min¬ 
utes hands. The case is 44 mm in diame¬ 
ter, with date at 3 o’clock and small sec¬ 
onds at 9 o’clock. The movement is 13 
3/4 lignes in diameter and has 302 com¬ 
ponents. Two barrels give the watch a 
power reserve of 72 hours. It is priced at 
$13,300. The rose-gold version is I 
$33,900. The other new chronograph 
movement, Caliber P.9100/R, found in 
Luminor 1950 Regatta 3 Days Chrono 
Flyback Titanio, features a regatta count¬ 
down function, also a first for Panerai. By 
repeatedly pushing the orange button at 


4 o’clock, the wearer can move the 
chronograph minutes hand backwards in 
one-minute leaps to time the pre-race 
interval. He then starts the chronograph 
via the pusher at 10 o’clock. It first 
counts down the pre-race interval and 
then instantly begins timing the race. The 
pusher at 8 o’clock returns the hands to 
zero. Pushing it while the chrono is still 
running will activate the flyback func¬ 
tion. Price: $18,800. 

Panerai also debuted the Luminor 
Submersible 1950 2500m 3 Days Auto¬ 
matic Titanio. This dive watch has a uni¬ 
directional rotating bezel with markers at 
the quarter-hours modeled after a design 
Panerai created for the Egyptian Navy in 
1956. The watch is water resistant to 
2,500 meters and has a helium valve. The 
movement, Caliber P.9000, was intro¬ 
duced in 2009. The brushed titanium 
case is 47 mm in diameter and has a 
screw-down caseback. Small seconds are 
at 9 o’clock and the date at 3 o’clock. The 
watch will be made in a limited edition of 
500. Price: $12,600.

And 
the tones of its two “cathedral” gongs 
will be all you hear: by employing a regu¬ 
lator flywheel, Parmigiani has eliminated 
the mechanical humming that is a famil¬ 
iar backdrop to the chimes of a minute re¬ 
peater. The flywheel disconnects from 
time-setting while the minute repeater 
function is in operation, leaving only the 
sound of the hours and minutes being 
tolled. The labyrinth on the dial is de¬ 
signed in two layers, with an openworked 
white-gold plate over Burmese jade.

THIS BRAND BROUGHT out its first 
tourbillon watch at SIHH: the RL67 
Tourbillon. The movement, made for 
Ralph Lauren by the Swiss manufacturer 
La Fabrique du Temps, is housed in a 
stainless-steel case with an uneven gun- 
metal finish meant to give the watch a 
casual, outdoorsy look. The finish is 
the result of chemical and thermal 
treatments. Caliber RL67, which is 
automatic, features a micro-rotor 
visible through the caseback; the 
movement has a 38-hour power 
reserve and a frequency of 
28,800 vph. An oversize 
tourbillon bridge, designed 
especially for Ralph Lau¬ 
ren, crosses the tourbillon 
display between 4 and 
8 o’clock. The 
watch, which is 
part of the brand’s 


Safari collection, has a brown alligator 
strap. It will be priced at about $55,000. 

In its Sporting collection, the brand 
debuted the Ralph Lauren Sporting 
World Time. A city disk visible through 
an aperture at the bottom of the dial 
shows the names of 24 major cities. The 
wearer rotates the disk by turning the 
crown at 10 o’clock. Just above the city 
window is a second-time-zone subdial. 
This subdial also features a day/night in¬ 
dicator at its 9 o’clock position. A date 
subdial lies between 2 and 3 o’clock. The 
RL939 movement has a 40-hour power 
reserve and a power-reserve indicator is 
found at 10 o’clock. A red sweep-sec¬ 
onds hand and Breguet-style hands for 
the hour and minutes complete the de¬ 
sign. The watch is water resistant to 100 
meters and is 44.8 mm in diameter. Price: 
$9,500 (stainless steel); $16,000 (rose 
gold); and $18,800 (white gold).

Todt Limited Edition has an especially 
easy setting mechanism for its world¬ 
time function. In order to see the time in 
a second time zone, the wearer only has 
to turn the bezel counterclockwise until 
the desired time zone’s city is at 12 
o’clock. The new time is set automatical¬ 
ly. The bezel is connected to the move¬ 
ment with a special gear train, and there¬ 


fore acts directly on the hour wheel, ad¬ 
justing the hand accordingly. The 24 
hour markers on the flange indicate the 
time in other cities and whether it is day 
or night. The watch has another notable 
feature: a 10-day power reserve, made 
possible by two consecutively fitted bar¬ 
rels.

The 
tourbillon is at 9 o’clock. The watch is 
being produced in a limited edition of 35 
pieces and costs $620,000. 
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THERE ARE SEVERAL new additions to 
Roger Dubuis’s Excalibur collection, dis¬ 
tinguished by its notched bezel and elon¬ 
gated Roman numerals.

is the Year of the Woman. The company 
reinforced the point at SIHH by showing 
no new men’s watches. Instead, it of¬ 
fered new models for women in three 
collections: manual-wind and automatic 
watches in Patrimony; quartz watches in 
Malte; and manual-wind in a new series 
of Metiers d’Art watches called Flo- 
rilege. (Don’t worry, guys. Vacheron 
plans to launch some new things for you 
in September.) 

Why such a strong ladies’-watch 
statement? “We are moving from quartz 
to mechanical for ladies,” Vacheron 
Constantin CEO Juan-Carlos Torres 
told WatchTime. “A lot of ladies are ask¬ 
ing for a mechanical watch. It’s happen¬ 
ing all around the world, and especially 
in America. We now have more produc¬ 
tion capacity so we can give mechanical 


movements to ladies. We were not able 
to before.” Torres says Vacheron will 
continue to produce some ladies’ quartz 
watches, but quartz pieces will represent 
just five percent, or less, of VC’s total 
output. “We don’t have it in mind to 
launch a Twenty-4 line,” he said with a 
laugh, referring to Patek Philippe’s pop¬ 
ular, quartz-watch collection for ladies. 

The headliners of the new ladies’ 
watches are those in the all-mechanical 
Patrimony collection, the brand’s pillar. 
Vacheron introduced manual-wind 
models in the Patrimony Traditionnelle 
and self-winding models in the Patrimo¬ 
ny Contemporaine series. All of the new 
ladies’ Patrimony watches bear the 
Geneva Seal, a quality mark which, since 
2011, extends to the entire watch, not 
just the movement. Vacheron’s intention 
with the new ladies’ Patrimony watches, 


Torres says, is to show that “the lady is 
treated the same as a man in terms of 
having the opportunity to own a strong 
mechanical watch.” 

The Patrimony Traditionnelle Lady 
manual-winding watch, shown here, 
contains Vacheron’s manufacture Cal¬ 
iber 1400.

The 
watch ($141,000) is part of the brand’s j 
Poetic Complication series, which fea¬ 


tures complicated watches that carry ro¬ 
mantic or fantasy themes. 

Van Cleef introduced several other 
fanciful watches, all with painstakingly 
crafted dials with whimsical pictures. 
Among them are new Charms Extraordi- 
naires watches, which have small charms 
dangling from their bezels. The one 
shown here, the Muguet, is set with dia¬ 
monds and yellow sapphires. The move¬ 
ment is quartz. The background of the 
fairy painting is sculpted mother-of-pearl. 


The watch is a limited edition of 22 pieces 
j ($75,000). 

There are also new series of butterfly- 
and kite-motif watches. The strawberry- 
and-butterfly watch shown here, called 
Papillon Rouge Gourmand ($113,000), 
incorporates three types of enameling. The 
kite watch, Cerf-Volant Cyan ($92,000), 
features a miniature painting on a sculpted 
mother-of-pearl background.

INDEPENDENT watchmaker Peter 
Speake-Marin launched his new Mechan¬ 
ical Art collection at Basel with the Triad: 
a watch with three time displays. The 
three separate hour-minutes indications 
are meant to represent the notes of a mu¬ 
sical triad, a chord with three notes. The 
hands all rotate over three gilded wheels 
shaped like watchmakers’ topping tools 
(Speake-Marin uses this shape as a design 
motif in many of his watches), arranged 
in an equilateral triangle over a smaller, 
central wheel of the same type. 

The wheels contrast with the hand- 
finished German silver movement plate, 
which has been rhodium-plated for 
added luster. White, three-dimensional 
applied Roman numerals mark the hours 
at the four cardinal points of the dial and 
provide separation for the areas of gold 
text around the dial’s perimeter (includ¬ 
ing “3 NOTES, 1 MEANING” in the 
lower right corner). 

The case is steel and has a rose-gold 
bezel and sapphire back. It is 42 mm 
wide. The movement, the Eros 2, is an au¬ 
tomatic with 35 jewels and a 120-hour 
power reserve. The blued rotor (also 
shaped like a topping tool) lends a splash 
of color to the gray and silver of the 
movement. The Triad will be produced in 
a limited edition of 88 pieces; at press 
time the U.S. price was not available, but 
in Swiss francs it is 25,000. 


IF.P. Journe 


MANY PERPETUAL calendars 
are hard to read and even harder 
to set. F.R Journe’s new perpetual 
calendar, the Quantieme Perpetuel 
Octa, is not guilty on either count, 
the company says. The day, month 
and date are easy to read in promi¬ 
nent apertures. The day and date 
can be set simply by turning the 
crown in one direction; the day 
alone by pulling the crown out to 
the second position and turning it 
in the other direction. You can ad¬ 
just the indicators for the month 
and the number of years since the 
last leap year using a hidden lever 
beneath the lug at 1 o’clock. The 
latter piece of information is 
shown by a small, discreet, center- 
mounted hand that points to the 


numerals “1” through “4.” The 
calendar displays jump instanta¬ 
neously at midnight. 

The movement is a variation on 
Caliber 1300.3, the base caliber 
on which all the complications in 
the Octa collection are construct¬ 
ed. It has an off-center, 22k-rose- 
gold rotor and a power reserve of 
120 hours. The watch will be 
manufactured in a limited series of 
900 pieces. It replaces the Octa 
Calendrier with annual calendar, 
which after this year will no longer 
be manufactured. There are two 
case sizes, 40 mm and 42 mm, and 
two materials, gold and platinum. 
The watch comes in strap and 
bracelet versions. Prices range 
from $69,020 to $124,020.

an independent watchmaker set 
up shop in Lancaster County, Penn., and 
began writing a new chapter in America’s 
horological history. Twenty years later, 
that chapter had become a book, and last 
year Roland Murphy celebrated his first 
two decades with his third in-house 
movement, known as Caliber 20. At this 
year’s Geneva Time Exhibition, Murphy 
revealed his fully formed vision: Caliber 
20 cased up and ready to go. 

Murphy endows each of his in-house 
movements with a symbolic name. His 
first, Caliber 801, was taken from his 
company’s location in a former bank 
building at 801 West Main Street in 
Mount Joy, Penn. His second, the Penn¬ 
sylvania Tourbillon, requires no explana¬ 
tion. Caliber 20 of course represents his 
20th anniversary, and it’s not just a pret¬ 
ty face; it’s powered by a little-known 
American contribution to fine watch¬ 
making. 

During the horological Jurassic peri¬ 
od when large American railroad-grade 


pocketwatches ruled the planet, some of 
the finest, made by Hamilton and Illi¬ 
nois, incorporated an American inven¬ 
tion known as the motor barrel. The bar¬ 
rel’s design represented an important ad¬ 
vance - one that was almost lost to time. 

In a movement, the mainspring barrel 
is where torque and friction are at their 
highest. The motor barrel fights these 
forces of evil with jewels and a modified 
construction. In a motor barrel, the bar¬ 
rel arbor is jeweled to the plate and 
bridge and to the barrel case as well. 
Murphy says the result allows the main¬ 
spring barrel to function more like a nor¬ 
mal wheel turning between jewels. Mur¬ 
phy also fixes part of the arbor to the 
barrel, increasing stability. When he re¬ 
stores 100-year-old pocketwatches with 
motor barrels, Murphy says he finds no 
significant wear. 

The rest of Caliber 20 lives up to the 
motor barrel’s standards. The move¬ 
ment, which is manually wound, runs in 
22 jewels at a classic 18,000 vph. The 


mainplate and bridges are German silver 
with hand-applied anglage, circular cotes 
de Geneve and perlage. The bridges have 
lyrical shapes with inside angles that 
highlight the craftsman’s skill. The open 
space between the bridges reveals an 
oversize screwed balance. 

On the other side, the solid silver dial 
is available in skeletonized (shown) and 
full guilloche versions, both created by 
RGM. Blued steel hands with keystone¬ 
shaped tips - unique to RGM - indicate 
the hours and minutes. A rotating disk 
in the dial’s top right corner marks the 
passing seconds, while in the lower left 
corner, a precise moon-phase indicator 
with blue accents tracks the lunar phases. 
The polished stainless-steel case, also 
made in the RGM atelier, measures 42.5 
by 38.5 by 9.7 mm, with sapphire crys¬ 
tals front and back. 

Available on a brown or black 
Louisiana alligator strap, Caliber 20 
starts at $19,500, and, like most of Mur¬ 
phy’s creations, it can be customized.

this young brand, founded by 
watchmaker Martin Braun and business¬ 
man Antoine Meier, introduced a manual- 
wound watch containing the in-house 
Caliber AM 39.001, which features a per¬ 
petual calendar and a large balance. This 
year, the brand brought out an open-dial 
version of the watch, the Quantieme Per- 
petuel au Grand Balancier Open Dial. 
Four openings around the dial and one at 
its center reveal the movement in all its 
glory. The watch features a 24-hour dis¬ 
play with day/night indication at 9 
o’clock, big date just below the central ax¬ 
is, leap year at 12 o’clock, and month and 
day on either side of the Antoine Martin 
logo. The 60-jewel movement beats at 
18,000 vph and is regulated in five posi¬ 



tions. It boasts a free-sprung balance and 
what the brand calls a “High-Performance 
Escapement,” or HPE, which has a lever 
and escape wheel made of silicon. The es¬ 
cape-wheel teeth and the pallets are 
shaped differently from those in a tradi¬ 
tional Swiss lever escapement and increase 
the mechanism’s efficiency, the company 
says. A power-reserve display in the cut¬ 
out stainless-steel caseback tells you how 
much of the six-day charge has been de¬ 
pleted. (Also visible from the back: the ex¬ 
tra-large titanium balance wheel.) The 
case is made of stainless steel with a com¬ 
bination of polished and satin finishes. 
The bezel has a DLC coating. The watch 
comes on a black rubber strap with de- 
ployant buckle. The price is $44,500.

2006, Bovet has 
added one new limited-edition watch to its 
Dimier collection. This year’s introduction 
is the Recital 10, which combines charac¬ 
teristics of two previous watches in the 
line: the Recital 1 and the Recital 0. The 
Roman-numeral hour markers and the 
serpentine hour and minutes hands are 
drawn from the Recital 1, and the tourbil- 
lon design is a feature of the Recital 0. The 
watch contains Caliber 15BM03, a hand- 
wound 21,600-vph movement with a sev¬ 
en-day power reserve. The tour billon sits 
in a 13.5-mm cage, with distinctive 
bridges crossing it, also taken from the 
Recital 0. The case is 45 mm in diameter 
and 12.8 mm thick. It has a transparent 
back that shows two partial bridges 
shaped like those in the earlier Recital 
watches. The watch has a rose-gold case 
(there is also a white-gold model) and has 
a hand-stitched alligator strap. Price: 
$172,500. 
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The Constant

FIVE YEARS AGO, Girard-Perregaux un¬ 
veiled a new invention: a constant force 
escapement incorporating a thin blade 
that flexes back and forth. This year, the 
brand unveiled a watch containing the de¬ 
vice. Those who have been waiting for the 
watch were not disappointed: the consen¬ 
sus among the watch cognoscenti was that 
it was a highlight of the show. 

At the heart of every mechanical 
watch there is a regulating organ, typical¬ 
ly a balance wheel and hairspring, which 
manages the rate at which the energy from 
the barrel is released. The more accurately 
the regulating organ releases the energy, 
the more accurately the watch keeps time. 

The lever escapement, which transmits 
the mainspring’s energy to the balance 
wheel, is an engineering marvel, but it has 
an Achilles’ heel: it can only send the bal¬ 
ance wheel the energy it receives, and that 
energy diminishes as the mainspring 
winds down, which affects timekeeping 
accuracy. In a typical wristwatch, the bal¬ 
ance wheel’s amplitude can vary by up to 
60 degrees as the energy it receives 
declines. 

Some watchmakers seek to improve 
accuracy by stopping the movement when 
the power reserve nears its end. A few 


have incorporated a remontoir d’egalite - 
an ancient invention in which a spring is 
periodically armed or charged with the 
goal of delivering regular or constant force 
(impulses) to the balance, regardless of 
how much energy the spring receives. That 
the spring remontoir dates from John Har¬ 
rison’s work on the marine chronometer 
H2 in 1739 illustrates both how impor¬ 
tant constant force is to timekeeping accu¬ 
racy and how long horologists have been 
employing springs to achieve it. Earlier re¬ 
montoir systems date to the 1500s. 


G-P’s escapement takes a new approach 
- one that depends on watchmaking’s won¬ 
der material, silicon. Like earlier construc¬ 
tions, G-P’s adds an intermediate spring 
that stores and releases energy; however, 
the spring’s form is entirely new. The spring 
is a 14-micron-thick silicon blade - that’s 
one-sixth the diameter of a human hair. The 
blade is formed in one piece with, and at¬ 
tached at each end to, a butterfly-shaped 
silicon frame. G-P’s watchmakers worked 
with physicists at the Centre Suisse d'Elec- 
tronique et de Microtechnique (CSEM) in 
Neuchatel to calculate the ideal blade char¬ 
acteristics. In the center of the blade, and in¬ 
tegral with it, is an arming lever through 
which energy is delivered to the blade. Twin 
escape wheels, each with three smooth 
“teeth” that look more like modified snail 
cams than the typical jagged-edge disks, 
give impulses to jewels on the arming lever. 
The blade changes shape as it absorbs the 
energy, then snaps back, delivering a consis¬ 
tent impulse to the balance wheel. 

The watch itself, called the Constant 
Escapement, is 48 mm in diameter. The 
balance wheel and escapement occupy 
most of the lower half of the face under¬ 
neath three small bridges with distinctive 
Girard-Perregaux arrow-shaped ends. The 
case is white gold. Price: $123,500.

The movement is 32 mm in diameter and 
the tour billon cage 14 mm, so that the 
one-minute tourbillon has pride of place 
on the dial, beneath the off-center display 
with hours and minutes. 

Although the watch is thin, its design 
manages to emphasize depth. The tour¬ 
billon cage is rounded with no edges, and 
rather than being inset flat into the move¬ 
ment, it extends upward to the same level 
as the hands. All visible screws have been 
removed in order to emphasize this per¬ 
fect circle. The cage is satin-finished with 
chamfered and polished edges. The nick¬ 
el-silver movement has other decorations, 
including beveled and mirror-polished 
heads on all screws and hand-chamfering 
on all of the bridges. The case is 42 mm in 
diameter, and it is water resistant to 30 
meters. 

Arnold 6c Son is releasing the UTTE 
in two versions. For the rose-gold ver¬ 
sion, the movement is rhodium treated 
and has a cotes de Geneve rayonnantes 
decoration, and the bridge for the tour¬ 
billon is completely hand-engraved. The 
other version, in palladium, has a gray 
NAC treatment on the movement and 
straight cotes de Geneve. Each version 
will be produced in a limited edition of 50 
pieces. The watch comes on a hand- 
stitched alligator strap and has a trans¬ 
parent caseback. The rose-gold UTTE is 
priced at $70,185 and the palladium ver¬ 
sion is $61,075. 


ONE OF THE MOST talked-about brands 
at Baselworld this year was Arnold 6c 
Son, which introduced several innovative 
watches. (It was the brand’s first Basel- 
world since being acquired by Japan’s Cit¬ 
izen Group last year.) Among the new 
models was the UTTE watch (Ultra-Thin 
Tourbillon Escapement). The first tourbil¬ 
lon in Arnold 6c Son’s Instrument collec¬ 
tion, the UTTE is also a record-breaker: 
just 8.34 mm thick, it is, the brand says, 
the thinnest hand-wound tourbillon 
watch in the world. 

The UTTE has a diameter of 42 mm 
and its movement is just 2.97 mm 
thick. The UTTE contains the 
A&S8200 movement, a manu¬ 
facture caliber. This manual¬ 
winding movement has a 
power reserve of 80 hours 
thanks to its two barrels.

with Ferrari has spawned an attention- 
getting new watch, the record-breaking 
MP-05 LaFerrari. Inspired by the 950-hp 
Ferrari supercar of the same name, 
Hublot’s headliner for 2013 boasts a 
power reserve of 50 days. In order to 
achieve this, it has 11 barrels, all lined up 
vertically at the center of the watch and 
visible through the front of the case. The 
barrels are interconnected in series cou¬ 
pling, so their charge is not expended 
one-by-one. In addition to the 11 barrels 
and the power reserve, the LaFerrari also 
has a suspended vertical tourbillon and 
the highest number of components in any 
Hublot watch to date (637). 

The watch shows the time in an un¬ 
conventional way. Hours and minutes 
are displayed in white Super-LumiNova 


on two rotating anodized black alu¬ 
minum cylinders to the right of the bar¬ 
rels. Seconds appear on a slim cylinder at 
the bottom of the dial. On the left of the 
barrels, opposite the time, two more 
cylinders indicate the remaining power 
reserve. The watch is manually wound. 

Looking at the watch head-on, you 
may be reminded of the engine of an FI- 
influenced Italian racer. The tapered case 
requires a uniquely shaped sapphire crys¬ 
tal. The streamlining narrows the watch 
from what would normally be 12 o’clock 
(where the inset winding crown is locat¬ 
ed) to the 6 o’clock position (where the 
seconds display is visible and, from the 
side, the tourbillon, with its 14.5-mm 
cage). 

Time-setting is performed via a hid¬ 
den crown underneath the case and be¬ 


side the see-through caseback. To com¬ 
pletely charge the 50-day reserve, howev¬ 
er, it would take more than a couple of 
casual turns of a crown. To that end, 
Hublot includes a small device that looks 
like a power drill. By fitting it into the 
hexagonal port that serves as a crown at 
the top of the watch, you can wind the 
device up to its full charge much more 
efficiently. 

The case is made of titanium with a 
black PVD coating. It features accents 
like the titanium and carbon insert at the 
top of the watch, leading to the winding 
crown. The watch comes on a black rub¬ 
ber strap with a PVD titanium buckle. 
The MP-05 LaFerrari is being produced 
in a limited edition of 50 pieces. It is 
priced at $345,000.

the number of functional rubies in the 
movement of Harry Winston’s Opus XIII. 
It’s a world record. 

At first glance, one might reasonably 
ask “How do you read the time on this 
watch?” Small, silver, triangular hands 
(yes, there’s more than one) peek out from 
under the multi-faceted dome in the center 
of the dial to point out the hours. The min¬ 
utes are indicated via tiny pivoting mark¬ 
ers around the edge of the dial. Each five- 
minute marker has a red tip. As a new 
minute begins, its marker pivots so it 
points toward the center of the dial. Once 
each hour, as the 59th minute ends, the 
minutes markers retract with a motion 
that resembles a stadium full of people do¬ 
ing the wave. There is no hour or minutes 
marker at 12, so there are 11 hour hands 
and 59 minutes markers. Each minutes 
marker pivots on its own shaft, which is 
jeweled at each end. That’s 118 jewels 
right there. 

At 12 noon and again at midnight, a 
disk at the center of the dial slides out of 


marker is held in position by a small K 
spring, and all 59 of these springs f j 
are part of a single metal piece. A 17 
peg on the advancing ring slides It 
between the spring and minutes 
marker, rotating the marker 40 de¬ 
grees, causing it to reveal itself at 
the edge of the dial. At the end of 
the 59th minute, a second outer \m 
ring rotates, returning the minutes 
markers to their original positions 
with the aforementioned wave-like 
motion. 

The hours mechanism incorporates 
an outer ring that jumps forward every 60 
minutes, simultaneously turning the expir¬ 
ing hour’s triangle 180 degrees to hide it 
beneath the faceted dome, and pivoting 
the next hour marker so it appears on the 
dial. Though the movement is quite com¬ 
plex, it is a slender 4.95 mm high. 

A total of 130 pieces will be produced 
without diamonds, priced at $298,000. 
An additional 20 pieces will be pro¬ 
duced, 10 with baguette diamonds 
and 10 with brilliant-cut dia- 
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the way to reveal Harry Winston’s logo, 
which remains visible for one hour. The 
shutter slides on ruby ball bearings so tiny 
that the container holding them must be 
opened in a static-free environment to pre¬ 
vent them from flying away. Though they 
are high-precision components, they are 
so small that if dropped during assembly, 
the watchmakers do not look for them. 

The watchmaker behind the Opus 
XIII is Ludovic Ballouard, and his special¬ 
ty is working with springs and controlling 
energy. Before becoming a watchmaker, he 
was a technician working on airplane con¬ 
trol panels. As a watchmaker, before 
launching his own brand, he worked with 
F.P. Journe, helping develop the Grande 
Sonnerie. 

The Opus XIII display is powered by 
twin barrels. One drives the escapement. 
The other powers the minutes display. An 
outer ring jumps forward once each 
minute, released then locked by a rocking 
lever with two pallet stones. Each minutes

I Swatch 

THIRTY YEARS AGO, when the Swatch 
brand debuted, it stunned the world with 
a quartz watch whose electronic move¬ 
ment had just 51 parts. The watch’s as¬ 
sembly was fully automated, no human 
hands required. 

This year the mass-market brand that 
gave the Swatch Group its name has done 
it again. Exhibiting at Baselworld for the 
first time ever, Swatch arrived with a bang: 
a new watch called Sistem 51 with a 
movement consisting of just 51 parts. This 
time the movement is an automatic me¬ 
chanical. “Most mechanical movements 
have at least twice as many parts,” Swatch 
proclaimed in a press statement. “Some 
have more than 600!” Moreover, it is the 
world’s first mechanical movement whose 
assembly is entirely automated. 

At a press conference on Basel- 
world’s opening day, Swatch Group 


CEO Nick Hayek said Swatch devel¬ 
oped Sistem 51 “to show we [the 
Swatch Group] can be innovative at the 
lower end of the market.” Swatch says 
it filed 17 patents for Sistem 51. One of 
the watch’s innovations is the simpli¬ 
fied, more efficient movement design 
with a structure that uses five modules 
for easy, automated assembly. The com¬ 
ponents are welded together, forming a 
single assembly centered on a single 
central screw. Another innovation: the 
high-tech escapement has no regulator. 
The rate is set at the factory with a laser, 
eliminating the need for the manual rate 
adjustments normally required for a 
mechanical watch. All the movement 
components are hermetically sealed 
within the case, which prevents mois¬ 
ture and dust from interfering with the 
movement’s operation. Swatch says 


that the accuracy of 90 percent of the 
watches will be within +/-5 seconds per 
day. 

The movement is made entirely of 
ARCAP, an alloy of copper, nickel and 
zinc, which makes the watch exception¬ 
ally anti-magnetic, Swatch says. It has a 
transparent caseback, affording a view 
of the rotor, a transparent disk that ro¬ 
tates around the center screw. The move¬ 
ment has a power reserve of 90 hours. 
Everything in it, including its 19 synthet¬ 
ic rubies, is made in Switzerland. 

Sistem 51 will have an affordable 
price, a Swatch signature feature, some¬ 
where around $150. The price will be 
“between 100 and 200 Swiss francs, 
closer to 100,” Hayek said. “We want to 
sell millions of this watch.” The watch 
will be out this fall.

, Tudor, was 

one of the hottest topics at Baselworld, es¬ 
pecially among Americans. Rolex is 
relaunching Tudor in the United States in 
September after a 17-year absence. It’s 
part of a significant elevation and reposi¬ 
tioning of the Tudor brand underway 
since 2010. Rolex no longer treats Tudor 
like an inadequate stepsister, but as a bona 
fide brand in its own right. The clearest 
sign of that is that Rolex exhibited Tudor 
for the first time ever at Baselworld this 
year, with its own large booth right beside 
the big brand. (For more on the Tudor re¬ 
vival, see the Last Minute column in July- 
August WT.) 

Tudor introduced four new products 
at Baselworld, but the star of the Tudor 
show was the Heritage Chrono Blue 
watch. Tudor calls it a “reinterpretation” 
of one of the most famous Tudors of all, 


the Montecarlo chronograph, launched 
40 years ago and only produced for a few 
years. The dial design is nearly a spitting 
image of the original, using the same tri¬ 
color combination of royal blue, gray 
(slightly lighter now), and orange. The 
date window at 6 o’clock is smaller and 


the magnifier is gone. (Today’s Tudors no 
longer have magnifiers over the dates; that 
feature is now reserved for Rolexes.) 
Chrono Blue keeps the Montecarlo’s two 
counters inside blue trapezoidal shapes, 
with the seconds hand at 3 o’clock and the 
45-minute chronograph counter (typical 
of Tudor in the 1970s) at 9. New are the 
three-dimensional hour markers with two 
beveled metallic edges around a space 
filled with Super-LumiNova. 

The steel case is larger than the original 
by 2 mm (a 42-mm diameter vs. 40 mm). 
It has a bidirectional bezel with a blue an¬ 
odized aluminum insert, and water resist¬ 
ance of 150 meters. The screw-down steel 
crown and pushers are knurled and have a 
chrome finish; the crown features the blue 
lacquered shield that is the Tudor emblem. 
The watch is powered by an ETA 2892, 
which has a 42-hour power reserve. 

Chrono Blue comes with both a steel 
bracelet with a folding clasp and a rein¬ 
forced blue/gray/orange fabric strap with a 
buckle. The suggested retail price is 
$4,425.

THE CALATRAVA line traces its roots to 
1932, the year that brothers Charles and 
Jean Stern acquired Patek Philippe. One 
might say the brothers got off to an auspi¬ 
cious start. Since the launch, Calatravas 
with officers’ cases have marked signifi¬ 
cant milestones in the company’s history. 
For example, the Ref. 3960 debuted in 
1989 to celebrate the company’s 150th 
anniversary. 

This year - one year short of the 
brand’s 175th jubilee - Patek Philippe of¬ 
fers a new Calatrava, Reference 5227. At 
39 mm in diameter, the 5227 is 2 mm larg¬ 
er than the last new Calatrava. In a world 
of ever-increasing wristwatch dimensions, 
it keeps pace with changing tastes while 


retaining its classic proportions. The 
cream-colored dial glows with 12 layers 
of lacquer. The dauphine hands and trape¬ 
zoidal hour markers are 18k gold. 

The slender, 9.24-mm-thick officers’ 
case incorporates both a sapphire display 
back and an elegantly crafted hinged 
dustcover. Patek’s in-house casemaking 
department hides the hinge beneath the 
cover, rendering it barely noticeable. 
The small lip used to open the cover is 
similarly discreet. 

Opening the cover reveals the auto¬ 
matic Caliber 324 SC with Gyromax bal¬ 
ance and a Spiromax balance spring made 
of Silinvar - a combination of silicon and 
invar, which itself is an alloy of iron and 
nickel with a low coefficient of expansion. 
This 213-part movement runs in 29 jewels 
at 28,800 vph. Rather than providing a 
specific power-reserve figure, Patek 
says it is between 38 and 48 hours. 
Water resistance is 30 meters. 

The plates and bridges exhib¬ 
it fine hand finissage , includ¬ 


ing chamfered and polished edges and 
Geneva stripes. The solid gold winding 
rotor is decorated with the Calatrava 
cross. Like all Patek Philippe mechanical 
watches, the 5227 bears the Patek 
Philippe Seal, signifying, among other 
things, that before leaving the factory the 
cased-up caliber kept time within the 
range of -3 to +2 seconds per day. 

The Calatrava Ref. 5227 is available in 
yellow, white, or 5N rose gold on hand- 
stitched alligator straps with matching 
gold prong buckles. The prices are 
$37,300 in white and rose gold and 
$35,400 in yellow gold.

LAST YEAR HYT made a splash with its 
HI - a watch that uses liquid to tell time 
(at least the hours part). The HI captured 
the Innovation Prize at the 2012 Grand 
Prix d’Horlogerie de Geneve and, as this is 
written, the brand tells us that orders for 
the HI exceed production capacity by a 
factor of five. 

Not resting on its laurels, the brand en¬ 
listed no less a horological eminence than 
Giulio Papi to help develop a second time¬ 
piece with greenish-yellow liquid in its 
veins, the H2 (the creativity goes into the 
watches, not their names). Papi, co¬ 
founder of the complications specialist AP 
Renaud & Papi, presented the watch at a 
press conference at Baselworld. (The HI 
was created in association with the high- 
end movement company Chronode, head¬ 
ed by the prominent watchmaker Jean- 
Frangois Mojon.) 

In the new watch, HYT uses the Hi’s 
basic formula of clear and anti-freeze- 
looking liquids stored in twin bellows and 
pushed through a thin, curved tube via 
cams and pistons to mark the passing 
hours. (The company coined the term “flu¬ 
idic-mechanical movement” to describe 


this system.) The H2 builds on this foun¬ 
dation by making an already eye-catching 
timepiece even more dramatic. The major 
change in terms of the display involves re¬ 
locating the minutes hand to the center of 
the dial. In the HI, it was positioned, regu¬ 
lator style, in its own dial on the upper half 
of the watch face. A new display indicates 
when the fluid is within the optimum oper¬ 
ating temperature range. This display is 
unique to HYT, but then it would be, 
given that no one else puts a modern-day 
water clock on your wrist. A crown- 
position indicator is another new addition: 
“R” signifies winding, while “H” is time 
setting (they stand for the French words 
remonter and heme). “N” is the neutral 
position. At least the “N” makes sense to 
English-speakers. 

The movement has also been heavily 
reworked. The bellows are now angled in 
two planes. This change gives them an ag¬ 
gressive, V-Twin look and improves their 
functionality. From the dial side, the center 
of the watch has been opened up to reveal 
more of the complex aeronautic and auto¬ 
motive technology that powers the watch. 
The complex, multi-tiered landscape in¬ 



vites extended exploration through a 
loupe. Twin barrels provide an eight-day 
power reserve. At just under 49 mm in di¬ 
ameter and 18 mm thick, the H2 is not for 
the timid. 

The watch will be offered in a limited 
edition of 50 pieces, priced at $129,000.

what’s the difference between a } 
tourbillon and a carrousel? The answer is j 
not “about $20,000,” nor is it crystal j 
clear. Simply asking a group of knowl- j 
edgeable enthusiasts what constitutes a j 
tourbillon, or even whether a tourbillon is ; 
a complication, can cause online UFC- j 
style fights to break out. Whatever the j 
answer, Blancpain claims a world first for j 
combining these two mechanisms in a sin- i 
gle timepiece, called, straightforwardly, ! 
the Tourbillon Carrousel. 

For purposes of this brief explication, j 
we will present Blancpain’s definition of j 
the difference, as it also serves to describe ; 
how its watch functions. Blancpain says j 
that a tourbillon carriage is linked to the j 
barrel via a single gear train, and if this j 
mechanical connection is broken, the j 
tourbillon stops rotating. A carrousel is j 
connected to the barrel by two gear trains: i 
one drives the escapement, and the other j 
drives the carriage. Those of you who dis- j 
agree may commence fighting. 

Blancpain’s watch is equipped with a j 
flying tourbillon at 12 o’clock and a flying i 
carrousel at 6 o’clock, and though each is j 
equipped with a silicon balance spring, j 
they are obviously dissimilar. Consistent j 
with the penchant many brands have for | 
labeling things on the dial, Blancpain puts j 
“Tourbillon” and “Carrousel” next to the j 
two mechanisms. A differential gear sys- j 
tern links the two cages and transmits the j 
average rate of both regulators to the j 
hands. 

A single crown winds both barrels, j 
The result is a seven-day power reserve | 
and, Blancpain says, impressive timekeep- j 



ing precision, though no specific claims 
are made. A sapphire crystal display back 
lets you view this doubly endowed move¬ 
ment from both sides. A power-reserve 
display positioned on the back of the 
movement is also visible. 

The 379-part movement is denomi¬ 
nated Caliber 2322. It is 5.85 mm thick 
and runs in 70 jewels. The case measures 
44.6 mm by 11.94 mm and is available 
only in rose gold. The Blancpain Tourbil¬ 
lon Carrousel is SF298,000 (U.S. price not 
available at press time).

THESE DAYS, watch brands view just 
about any anniversary as an opportunity 
to issue a limited edition. This prolifera¬ 
tion diminishes the impact of truly signifi¬ 
cant anniversaries. This year, Seiko is 
celebrating one of them: it was 100 years 
ago that the company introduced its first 
wristwatch. 

To mark the occasion, Seiko is bringing 
back a Grand Seiko classic launched in 
1967, the 44GS. That watch, named for 
the caliber inside, established the design 
codes that would come to define Grand 
Seiko. In the company’s words, the 44GS 
“invented the grammar of Seiko design,” 
the foundations of which are precision, 
practicality, and comfort. 

The set of watches, in white, rose and 
yellow gold and in steel, is called the 44GS 
Historical Collection. In creating it, Seiko 
strives to be as faithful to the original as 
possible. The case is the same size, and the 
emblem on the caseback was also bor¬ 
rowed from the 1967 model. In the stain¬ 
less-steel version, the dial, hands and in¬ 
dexes are identical to those of the original 
watch. 

The case measures a mid-’60s-appro- 
priate 37.9 mm wide and 11.5 mm high. 
The edges are clean and the surfaces per¬ 
fectly flat. The case’s wide sides are highly 
polished. The sapphire crystal has a nonre- 
flective coating on the inside. 

There are 70 pieces in each of the three 
colors of gold and 700 pieces in steel. All 
use the 9S64 caliber, first launched in 
2011. The movement runs at 28,800 vph 
in 24 jewels and has a 72-hour power 
reserve. The accuracy is claimed to be -3 to 
+5 seconds per day, which is better than 
the -4 to +6 seconds required for COSC 
certification. 

The gold models are $24,000 and the 
steel version $6,000.

STUDENTS OF horology know that when it comes to precise 
timekeeping, the detent escapement runs circles around the 
tourbillon. Yet today the detent is virtually nonexistent in wrist- 
watches, while everyone and his brother offers a tourbillon. 
This state of affairs came to pass because the detent has a seri¬ 
ous weakness: it is very sensitive to shocks. 

In 2011, Urban Jurgensen & Sonner introduced the first 
wristwatch with a detent escapement. The movement, known 
as the UJS-P8, was designed by horological heavyweights Jean- 
Frangois Mojon and Kari Voutilainen, and it incorporates a 
modified, shock-resistant version of the detent escapement. Re¬ 
viewers raved about the movement, but a few commented that 
the dial and hands were not up to the standards set by earlier 
Urban Jurgensen wristwatches. 

This year, the brand rights that wrong. The new watch, known 
as the Montre Observatoire Email, features a finely crafted enam¬ 


el dial (email is French for “enamel”). Each dial requires two 
months of handwork to complete. On top of a precious-metal 
base, several very thin applications of white enamel form the fon¬ 
dant, or base layer. This is followed by 15 additional transparent 
layers, each of which is fired at a temperature between 1,300 and 
1,500 degrees F. After these steps, the dial is subjected to grinding, 
lapping and polishing, all by hand. A final layer of special optical 
glass enhances the dial’s depth. 

The watch contains the Caliber UJS-P8, which has earned a 
certificate from the observatory in Besangon, France. 

Urban Jurgensen will produce 20 examples of the Montre 
Observatoire Email in platinum, priced at SF80,000, and 
20 examples in rose gold priced at SF75,000 (U.S. prices avail¬ 
able upon request). As this is written, two pieces have been 
completed, and deliveries will continue for the next several 
years.

noticed, this year 
marks the 50th anniversary of the Car¬ 
rera, and at Baselworld, TAG Heuer 
marked the birthday by launching the 
Carrera Calibre 36 Flyback Racing, the 
first Carrera powered by the brand’s 
souped-up version of Zenith’s El Primero 
chronograph movement. In years past, we 
might have appended the adjective “high 
frequency” to El Primero, but these days, 
thanks largely to TAG Heuer’s own ef¬ 
forts developing super-fast chronos, the El 
Primero’s frequency is not considered as 
speedy as it once was. It remains, how¬ 
ever, eminently practical, because the 
tenths of a second it measures are by far 
the most commonly used interval in the 
world of split-second timing. 

In its configuration for this watch, the 
movement gains a flyback function, 
which is highly useful in the world of au¬ 
tomobile racing, because it allows the user 
to time one lap, then immediately begin 
timing a new lap. 


Outside, the watch picks up design 
elements from TAG Heuer’s Mikrograph, 
including most prominently the seconds 
track with oversize digits and an espe¬ 
cially large “60” at the top of the dial. The 
wide seconds track aids legibility and 
helps fill the space between the subdials 
and the bezel, which is needed given that 
the movement’s architecture was devel¬ 
oped when watches were smaller. The 43- 
mm case is a traditional Carrera design, 
rendered in grade 2 titanium. The case 
finish is created by sandblasting the exte¬ 
rior before treating it with a black titani¬ 
um carbide coating. 

The anthracite dial is decorated with a 
sunray effect. The chronograph minutes 
and continuous seconds subdials are 
snailed with fine-brushed appliques and 
polished facets. The caseback is smoked 
sapphire. The strap, inspired by motor¬ 
racing leathers, is black leather with a 
black perforated layer and a black titani¬ 
um grade 2 folding clasp. Price: $8,900.

BLACK FOR the night sky, blue for day - 
these colors just make sense, but if you 
expected to find them on the bezel of one 
of the world’s most famous GMT watch¬ 
es, the Rolex GMT-Master II, you would 
be disappointed, until now. 

New bezel colors don’t usually gener¬ 
ate a buzz heard ’round the world, but 
this is Rolex. The bezel is the story here, 
so we’ll continue down that road. It’s 
fashioned from Cerachrom - Rolex’s ver¬ 
sion of ceramic - and though the bezel is 
two colors, it is a single piece. You might 
think, “Of course it’s a single piece, they 
just paint it two colors,” but that’s not 
how Rolex does things. Vintage collec¬ 
tors may love weathered, faded bezels, 
but today’s versions are built to last, so 
nothing is painted. The bezel is formed as 
a single piece, and in this instance, the 
whole thing starts out blue. Black is 
added to half of the bezel early in the 
production process when the ceramic is 
still permeable. 

Once the bezel hardens, the 24 hour 
graduations are engraved into the sur¬ 
face, then coated with a thin layer of 
platinum. Finally, a diamond polish pro¬ 
duces a high gloss. 

According to Rolex, the final product 
is virtually scratchproof, highly corro¬ 
sion resistant, and its color is unaffected 
by ultraviolet rays, so it won’t fade. 

Rolex enthusiasts love to give their 
watches nicknames like Kermit, Pan Am, 
and Fat Lady, to name just a few. The 
new GMT started picking up bezel- 
inspired handles almost immediately: 
Poweraid, Batman and Phantom among 
them. But Bruiser seems to be the one 
that’s sticking. (It’s also the one Rolex 
mentioned during our meeting with the 
brand during the Basel fair.) 

To complement the bezel, the watch 
sports a color-coordinated blue 24-hour 
hand and blue Chromalight luminous 
material on the hands and hour markers. 
Otherwise, most of the features carry 
over from the original 116710 GMT- 
Master II model. (The new model is 
Reference 116710BLNR.) The case re¬ 


tains its classic 40-mm diameter, and it is 
fashioned from corrosion-resistant 904L 
stainless steel. A Triplock crown ensures 
100-meter water resistance. The model 
78300 Oyster bracelet is also 904L steel 
with polished center links and an 
Easylink clasp offering a 5-mm comfort 
extension. 


The sapphire crystal has double non- 
reflective coatings and a trademark 
Cyclops magnifier over the date. The 
white-gold hands turn above a black lac¬ 
quer dial. Below the dial, the COSC-cer- 
tified Caliber 3186 movement features a 
Parachrom hairspring with Breguet over¬ 
coil. Price: $8,950.

launched three new navigation in¬ 
strument watches this year: the Airspeed, the 
Climb, and the Heading Indicator. The first two 
look at least a bit like regular wristwatches, with 
instantly recognizable hour and minutes hands. 
The Heading Indicator, on the other hand, does 
not. We’ll focus on this outlier. 

Like the Radar watch launched in 2010, the 
Heading Indicator has a time display based on 
three concentric, rotating disks. The outermost 
disk denotes the hours, the center disk the minutes, 
and the inner disk the seconds. However, the disks 
are not what catches your eye. What does is the 
bright yellow line drawing of an airplane engraved 
on the inside of the crystal. 

As on the actual heading indicator instrument 
that inspired this watch, the airplane is fixed in 
place and does not move. The disk showing the 
minutes rotates below the drawing, with the cur¬ 
rent minute called out by a line in the nose, at 12 
o’clock. 

The outer disk bears the directional notations 
W, E and S (they don’t indicate direction, as they 
would on a real heading indicator, but are simply 
design elements). In the spot where the N would 
be, two yellow right triangles indicate the hours by 
pointing to indexes on the inner bezel. 

The seconds disk is not graduated and is read 
relative to the hour indexes. So, on the watch 
shown here, the time is 10:00:35. 

Like the earlier Bell & Ross disk-drive watches, 
the Heading Indicator presents the watchmakers 
with an engineering challenge, because the disks 
are about 30 times heavier than traditional hands 
and they generate much more friction. To maintain 
the power reserve and timekeeping accuracy, Bell 
& Ross had to develop ultra-light disks. Bell & 
Ross says that the disks are adjusted to the micron 
to ensure they remain absolutely parallel as they 
rotate. The movement is the ETA 2892, known in 
the industry as a powerful “tractor” for its ability 
to generate the torque needed to drive multiple, or 
in this case heavy, complications. 

The Heading Indicator measures 46 mm in 
diameter and sports a black PVD finish and 100- 
meter water resistance. Rubber and heavy-duty 
synthetic fabric straps are available. Price: $6,000.

Droz 

ELEGANCE, SIMPLICITY, and momen¬ 
tary confusion come together in the new 
Jaquet Droz Grande Heure GMT. The 
confusion arises because this timepiece 
does not adhere to the norms we associ¬ 
ate with wristwatch design, save having 
two centrally mounted hands. The hands 
are the same length, they have an odd 
shape, they are different colors, and on 
the dial, there’s a 24 where the 6 should 
be. What exactly is this watch trying to 
tell us? 

The root of the problem is that we are 
programmed to associate two hands with 
hours and minutes, and that is not what’s 
happening here. Rather, there are two 
hour hands, and they are long so that 
they reach the hour track for easier read¬ 
ing. The different hand colors, not to 
mention the “GMT” in the model name, 
are a tip-off that the hands indicate the 
time in two time zones. Finally, the dial 
presents a 24-hour display. 

The Grande Heure GMT is the mini¬ 
malist’s ideal travel watch, and because it 



does not display the time to the minute, it 
sends the message that you are no slave to 
the clock (though you can still be fairly 
punctual, since the 24-hour track is grad¬ 
uated in 10-minute increments). 

The dial is an ivory-colored grand feu 
enamel. The rose-gold hand indicates lo¬ 
cal time while the blued steel hand shows 
the destination time. When only a single 
time zone is displayed, the hands come 


together to present a bicolor display. Both 
hands are set by a single crown. 

The rose-gold case measures 43 mm 
by 11.85 mm. The movement is an auto¬ 
matic Jaquet Droz Caliber 5N50.4 with a 
white-gold winding rotor. It runs at 
28,800 vph in 28 jewels for 68 hours. The 
strap is hand-made in black alligator with 
rolled edges. The clasp is also rose gold.

A DIVE WATCH THAT displays the lunar 
cycle and tide range makes good sense, 
yet Oris is the first brand to combine 
these functions. 

The watch, called the ProDiver Point¬ 
er Moon, indicates the tidal range and lu¬ 
nar cycle with an eye-catching dial de¬ 
sign. Northern and Southern hemisphere 
tide range indications are available. It in¬ 
corporates a helium escape valve and 
Oris’s patented Rotation Safety System, 
which allows the wearer to keep track of 
an interval of time using a rotating bezel 
that can be locked to prevent it from be¬ 


ing knocked off position accidentally. 
The watch is water resistant to 1,000 me¬ 
ters. The 49-mm case and bracelet are ti¬ 
tanium, while the bezel insert is ceramic. 

The movement is Oris’s Caliber 761, 
based on the Sellita SW220, with pointer 
moon and date at 5 o’clock.

THE BREITLING EMERGENCY watch- 
the first wristwatch with a built-in emer¬ 
gency microtransmitter - came out in 
1995. It was designed to enable search- 
and-rescue teams to home in on its wear¬ 
ers after a plane crash or in other emer¬ 
gencies. At Baselworld this year, Breitling 
introduced its successor, the Emergency II, 
which has an updated transmitter com¬ 
patible with recent changes made to the 
satellite system used in search-and-rescue 
efforts. 

That system, called Cospas-Sarsat, 
detects and homes in on emergency bea¬ 
cons transmitted by downed aircraft, 
sinking ships, stranded trekkers and oth¬ 
ers in distress. The original Emergency 
watch operated on the 121.5 MHz ana¬ 
log frequency then used by Cospas- 
Sarsat. In 2009, Cospas-Sarsat began 
phasing out that frequency and receiving 
alert signals instead on a new, digital 
406 MHz frequency. Hence the need for 
a new Emergency watch that complied 
with the new satellite frequency. Making 
matters a bit more complicated, the 
121.5 MHz frequency is still in use, so 
distress beacons must now offer dual fre¬ 
quencies for the most accurate homing. 

The Emergency II transmitter oper¬ 
ates alternately on the two frequencies 
over a 24-hour period. The watch first 
transmits a digital signal on the 406 MHz 
frequency, intended for satellites. It lasts 
0.44 seconds and is sent out every 50 sec¬ 
onds. Then the watch sends an analog 
signal on the 121.5 MHz homing and res¬ 
cue frequency, which is picked up on land 
and by ships and planes. This signal lasts 
0.75 seconds and is transmitted every 
2.25 seconds. 

Breitling worked with an institute 
that develops technology for the aero¬ 
space and defense industries to create the 
watch’s antenna system, in which two 
miniature antenna sections are housed in 
the lower part of the watch and activated 
by a knob in the lower right side of the 
case. To deploy the antenna, which auto¬ 
matically activates the transmitter, you 
unscrew and pull out the knob’s cap. The 


cap automatically comes free of the an¬ 
tenna when it is deployed to the right 
length, at which point the cap of the sec¬ 
ond section of the antenna is automati¬ 
cally released. The antenna length varies 
according to the wavelength; depending 
on the circumstances, the transmitter us¬ 
es either one antenna section or both. 

The Emergency II’s other new features 
include a rechargeable battery developed 
to enable the watch to comply with 
Cospas-Sarsat’s standards, which require 
that emergency beacons be capable of 
transmitting for up to 24 hours and at 
temperatures as low as -20 degrees C. 
Transmitting at the new higher frequency 
puts an additional drain on battery pow¬ 
er: the 406 MHz signal operates at five 
watts, a level 170 times higher than the 


121.5 MHz signal. The Emergency II 
comes with a charger-tester device to 
recharge the battery and check the opera¬ 
tion of the transmitter. 

The watch is a chronograph contain¬ 
ing Breitling Caliber 76, an especially pre¬ 
cise, thermo-compensated quartz movement 
(Breitling calls it “SuperQuartz”). It pow¬ 
ers a 12/24-hour analog and LCD digital 
display, 1/100-second chronograph, tim¬ 
er, alarm, second time zone, multilingual 
calendar and battery end-of-life indicator. 
It is COSC certified. The case is titanium 
and water resistant to 50 meters. The 
back is inscribed with instructions on 
how to use the watch in an emergency. 
There are three dial colors: black, yellow, 
and orange, and a choice of rubber strap 
or steel bracelet. Prices start at $15,750.

SINCE ITS DEBUT IN 1957, Omega’s Speedmaster chrono¬ 
graph, nicknamed the “Moonwatch” for its use on NASA moon 
missions, had a tri-compax dial arrangement. In 2011, Omega 
outfitted the watch with a new co-axial movement, Caliber 
9300, and bi-compax design. This year, Omega unveiled a new 
version of this watch called the Speedmaster Moonwatch Dark 
Side of the Moon. 

It gets its name from its black zirconium oxide ceramic dial 
and matching black ceramic case, which is 44.25 mm in diame¬ 
ter and has both brushed and polished finishes. The indices are 
made of 18k white gold. The subdial at 3 o’clock serves as both 
the 12-hour and 60-minute counter, using two hands to display 
the elapsed time. The small seconds subdial is at 9 o’clock and 
the date at 6. 

The hour and minutes hands, as well as the hands on both 
subdials, are also made of 18k white gold. There is Super-Lumi- 
Nova on the minutes and chronograph seconds hands, as well 
as on the two dots at 12 o’clock. The bezel, also made from pol¬ 
ished black ceramic, has the Speedmaster’s familiar tachymeter 
scale, here inscribed in matte chromium nitride. The chrono¬ 
graph pushers are polished ceramic. The watch, which is water 
resistant to 50 meters, has scratch-resistant sapphire crystals on 
the front and back. 

The movement contains a magnetism-resistant silicon bal¬ 
ance spring. It is a COSC-certified chronometer and has a 60- 
hour power reserve. The words, “DARK SIDE OF THE 
MOON” are engraved in matte chromium nitride above the 
caseback crystal. Completing the watch’s black-on-black look is 
a strap made of black Cordura fabric with a black ceramic 
buckle.

Last year, Ulysse Nardin bought the 
rights to Ebel’s in-house chronograph 
movement, Caliber 137, when Ebel de¬ 
cided to focus on women’s watches in¬ 
stead of men’s. Ulysse Nardin has now re¬ 
named the movement UN Caliber 150 
and shifted production to its factory in La 
Chaux-de-Fonds. 

It has also outfitted the movement 
with a silicon escapement, including a sil¬ 
icon hairspring, which beats at a fre¬ 
quency of 28,800 vph. Ulysse Nardin was 
a pioneer in the use of silicon for move¬ 
ment components, and in 2006, set up a 
joint venture called Sigatec to make them. 

The refurbished UN-150 movement is 
composed of 322 parts and has a power 
reserve of 48 hours. The movement pow¬ 
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Citizen 

Promaster Eco-Drive Satellite 
Wave-Air watch is the world’s first light- 
powered watch with a full-metal case able 
to receive time signals from navigational 
satellites in space. It offers ultra-precise 
timekeeping anywhere on earth, Citizen 
says, because it receives time signals from 
around 30 GPS satellites in orbit 20,000 
kilometers above the earth. Compared to 
Citizen’s original Eco-Drive Satellite Wave 
watch of 2011, this watch delivers much 
better receptivity - as fast as four seconds, 
Citizen says - thanks to a new antenna de¬ 
sign. Citizen claims to have the “fastest 
time sync among all satellite-synchronized 
watches.” 

The watch’s movement, Citizen Cal¬ 
iber H909, contains Citizen’s proprietary 
Eco-Drive quartz technology. It is pow¬ 
ered by natural or artificial light; as long as 
it is exposed to light, it has unlimited pow¬ 
er and the battery never needs changing. 

In addition to home time, day and 
date, the watch offers time, day, and date 
in 26 time zones. Its two subdials display a 
perpetual calendar function, power- 
reserve indicator, daylight saving time 
indicator, and 12/24 hour indication. 



The watch is large (49.5 mm in diame¬ 
ter) but lightweight thanks to a titanium 
case and titanium parts in the bracelet.

MOTORCYCLES AND danger go together like nice watch¬ 
es and empty bank accounts. For fans of two-wheeled 
thrills, the letters TT don’t conjure up a small Audi, but the 
world’s most dangerous motorcycle race. Held each year on 
the Isle of Man, the TT (“Tourist Trophy”) is a festival of 
speed in which daring young men (and a few women) race 
around the tiny island on twisty country lanes at highly im¬ 
prudent speeds. 

Graham is the TT’s official timer. This year the brand is 
launching a TT watch: the Chronofighter Oversize Su¬ 
perlight TT. A limited edition of 200 pieces, it has a case 
made with a carbon nanotube composite. Though it meas¬ 
ures 47 mm (and includes the brand’s trademark oversize 
trigger/ crown guard), the entire watch weighs in at less than 
100 grams.

A VINTAGE pilots’-watch theme domi¬ 
nated Zenith’s Baselworld offerings this 
year. Among them was the Pilot Montre 
d’Aeronef Type 20 Tourbillon. Visually, 
the tourbillon carries the prominent 
styling elements present in the other pi¬ 
lots’ pieces: bold Arabic numerals, black 
dials, cathedral hands, and oversize 
onion crowns.

The dial, in black enamel, has an hour 
counter, a 30-minute counter, and a run¬ 
ning-seconds subdial. All of CT Scuderia’s 
watches feature 46-mm cases and water 
resistance to 100 meters, along with hand¬ 
crafted leather straps.

BUILDING ON THE Oktopus II line in¬ 
troduced in 2012, Linde Werdelin’s new 
Oktopus II Moon is the company’s first 
watch with a complication developed in 
house. Designed to aid the wearer in 
planning his night dives, the Oktopus II 
Moon features accurate images of the 
moon in all stages of its cycle, visible on 
the lowest level of the dial. The current 
moon phase is shown at 6 o’clock, and 
numbers along the bottom of the flange, 
as well as between 1 and 2 o’clock, help 
the wearer to count forward and see 
when the moon will next reach a particu¬ 
lar phase. The case of the Oktopus II 
Moon is made of five parts. Linde 


Werdelin’s dive instrument, the Reef (sold 
separately), can be attached to the top of 
the Oktopus case. (So can the ski instru¬ 
ment, the Rock; Linde Werdelin instru¬ 
ments are built to be interchangeable and 
can mate with any of the company’s 
watches.)

LAUNCHED AT BASELWORLD in 2009, 
the Turbine has become the spinning face 
of Perrelet. Since then, the brand has cre¬ 
ated a series of line extensions for its wind¬ 
mill for the wrist. The latest is a tourbillon 
version called the Turbillon. (Perrelet put a 
spin on the spelling - a portmanteau of 
“Turbine” and “tourbillon.”) 

Like many things in life, Perrelet’s tur¬ 
bine rotor is a two-edged sword. It’s 
unique and it catches the eye, but it poses 
a big challenge for designers because it 
covers most of the dial. Most customers 
do not want their tiny, precious whirlwind 
covered up by Perrelet’s trademark, dial- 
size whirlwind. To Perrelet, the answer to 
this dilemma was clear: craft a turbine 
with sapphire blades. 

When it came to the movement, 
Perrelet leveraged its membership in the 


Festina Group, which owns the movement 
makers Soprod and Manufacture Hor- 
logere de la Vallee de Joux (MHVJ), 
among other companies. The Turbillon’s 
Caliber P-371 is an “in-group” move¬ 
ment, created in the Vallee de Joux, and is 
unique to Perrelet. It has a pallet lever and 
escape wheel made of oxidized silicon. It is 
hand-finished; its Geneva-stripes decora¬ 
tion is visible through a sapphire display 
back. 

The Turbillon is 46 mm in diameter. 
There are three variations, each on a black 
rubber strap. One combines black DLC- 
coated steel and uncoated steel; another is 
all-black DLC-coated steel. Each is $64,900. 
The third variation, black DLC-coated 
steel and rose gold, is $75,500. Each 
version will be produced in a 20-piece 
limited edition, for a total of 60 pieces.

IChopard 

CHOPARD HAS LONG been associated with automobiles and racing, and 
the L.U.C Engine One H continues that tradition. According to Chopard, the 
horizontal dial arrangement reflects the layout of gauges in a racing-car cock¬ 
pit. The hours and minutes are shown by central hands, while the power re¬ 
serve is on the left. The small seconds are fitted to the tourbillon and appear 
on the right. 

The titanium case measures 44.5 mm by 35 mm and it is 10.35 mm thick. 
It is water resistant to 50 meters. 

The movement’s design and finishes are intended to evoke automobile en¬ 
gines. Chopard says the openings in the movement are a nod to the open- 
worked design of a racing-car air intake. The grooves engraved on the dial- 
side bridges are inspired by cylinder heads. Twin flat sapphire crystals with 
nonreflective coating allow viewing from both sides. The CO SC-certified 
movement runs at 28,800 vph in 29 jewels with an autonomy of 60 hours. A 
power-reserve indicator at 9 o’clock lets you know when it’s time to refuel. 

The automotive theme carries over to the hand-sewn alligator strap, the 
stitching on which resembles that of automobile upholstery from the 1960s 
and ’70s, Chopard says. 

The L.U.C Engine One H will be produced in a limited edition of 100 
pieces, priced at $87,190.

THIS YEAR Ernest Borel introduced 
several new COSC-certified chrono¬ 
meters in the Jules Borel Collection. 
They include this watch, which has a 
Swiss automatic movement with 
rhodium plating and blued steel 
screws. A date window is at 3 o’clock. 
The counterweight for the seconds 
hand features the signature Ernest 
Borel butterfly. The case and bracelet 
are made of stainless steel; the bezel 
and the middle links of the bracelet 
are rose gold.

FOR 2013, Victorinox Swiss Army updat¬ 
ed its Chrono Classic line. Its new SOP

mode, the hands tell the time. Two disks in 
the bottom half of the dial rotate in oppo¬ 
site directions, revealing the date in two 
windows. When the crown is depressed 
twice, though, the Chrono Classic turns 
into a chronograph: all three hands align 
at 12 o’clock, and the pushers at 2 and 4 
o’clock control the chronograph in the 
conventional way. The disks return to zero 
when chronograph mode is activated, and 
when timing is stopped, they display the 
1/100s of a second. Chronograph timing 
can run continuously while the hands dis¬ 
play normal time: you can double-tap the 
crown with the chronograph on and get 
back to the standard display mode. The 
case is 41 mm and made of brushed steel. 
It is water resistant to 100 meters. The 
watch comes with a dark gray or gold 
PVD coating and matching bezel, and on a 
stainless-steel bracelet or a leather strap.

DIOR HAS added a moon phase to its 
Chiffre Rouge collection. The Chiffre 
Rouge C03 is powered by the Elite 691 
movement, an automatic caliber by 
Zenith, Dior’s sister brand under the 
LVMH umbrella. The movement has a 
50-hour power reserve and a black lac¬ 
quered oscillating weight, which can be 
seen through the translucent black 
sapphire caseback. The watch com¬ 
bines matte and lacquered black on the 
dial and has red accents on the screwed 
guilloche-decorated crown and the 
digits of the date display (at 1:30). The 
small seconds are at 9 o’clock and the 
moon-phase display is at 6 o’clock. The 
hour and minutes hands are open- 
worked towards their ends. The 
brushed steel case is 38 mm in diameter. 
The watch has a black alligator strap 
with a stainless-steel pronged buckle. A 
small aperture on the side of the case al¬ 
lows you to set the moon phase, and 
the watch comes with a stainless-steel 
stylus for this purpose.

FOLLOWING THE debut of the firm’s 
first in-house tourbillon movement last 
year, the ATC11 caliber, Armin Strom 
has introduced its Tourbillon Collec¬ 
tion of watches, all containing the 
ATC11 movement. The watches come 
in four case materials: stainless steel, 
shown here (the firm calls this model 
Water), stainless steel with black PVD 
(Earth), titanium (Air), and rose gold 
(Fire). Armin Strom will make 50 units 
of each model. The watches feature the 
skeleton dials that are a signature of the 
brand, as well as transparent backs. 
The movement is hand-wound and has 
a 10-day power reserve. The plate and 
tourbillon bridge are hand-engraved. 
The cases are 43.4 mm in diameter and 
water resistant to 50 meters. Suggested 
retail prices are $79,440 in steel, 
$84,530 in titanium, and $121,200 in 
rose gold. 


BASED ON THE U-42 B&B model in¬ 
troduced in 2012, U-Boat’s new Unicum 
is powered by an automatic movement 
with a 40-hour power reserve. Its case is 
53 mm in diameter, made of titanium 
and treated with black ion plating to add 
to its “distressed” look. The unconven¬ 
tional crown is on a long hinged stem at 
9 o’clock; you have to release the safety 
at 8 o’clock in order to operate the 
crown. The bidirectional bezel also has a 
safety: to turn it, you need to flick the re¬ 
lease lever below 4 o’clock. The Unicum 
case is water resistant to 300 meters, but 
one should think twice before taking the 
one-of-a-kind handmade calf-leather 
strap under water. Each strap has a PVD- 
coated steel buckle and insets in silver 
and bronze, including a skull. The dial 
has peach-colored markers that have 
been treated with Super-LumiNova, as 
have the hands. The dial is treated and 
aged, then finished by hand to make each 
one unique. The Unicum is being re¬ 


leased in a limited edition of 99 pieces; 
the serial number of each watch can be 
seen on the dial and is engraved on the 
back of the case. Price: $11,850. 
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IMovado I 

AMONG ITS NEW launches for 
2013, Movado introduced the LX 
collection. This quartz-powered 
watch has a 42-mm case in stainless 
steel. The dial comes in black or silver 
tone, with the concave Movado dot at 
12 o’clock. Small seconds are at 6 
o’clock, along with a date display. 
Applied Arabic numerals are found at 
3 and 9 o’clock, with applied stick 
markers for the other hours. The LX 
has a sapphire crystal and is water re¬ 
sistant to 30 meters. It comes on a 
stainless-steel bracelet with a deploy- 
ant clasp. Price: $1,295. 



IBulova 

NEW TO BULOVA’S Precisionist 
Chronograph collection of ultra-accurate 
quartz watches is the Precisionist Wilton. 
Precisionist chronographs time to 
1/1,000 seconds for 12 hours at an accu¬ 
racy of 10 seconds per year. The watch 
has central hour, minutes and seconds 
hands plus four subdials. The subdials 
present the chronograph hours (at 3), 
minutes (at 9), 1/10 and 1/100 seconds 
(at 12) and a retrograde track for 1/1,000 
seconds (at 6). The central seconds hand 
moves in two modes. When showing reg¬ 
ular time, it sweeps around the dial con¬ 
tinuously. In chronograph mode, it jumps 
from second to second. 

The stainless-steel case has a rose- 
gold finish.

THIS YEAR, German manufacturer UTS 
achieved a record accomplishment when 
it debuted the first 4,000-meter diving 
watches. Among these is the 4000M 
GMT Dive Watch, the first dual-time- 
zone watch capable of reaching such 
depths. To tolerate so much pressure, the 
watch has a 6-mm-thick sapphire crystal 
held in place by a stainless-steel plate. 
The 45-mm case is also made of stainless 
steel and uses a number of hex screws and 
industrial-grade seals. The second-time- 
zone display is made possible by an inde¬ 
pendent fourth hand, whose red arrow 
stands out from the other Super-LumiNova- 
coated markers. There is a bidirectional 
rotating bezel that uses an unusual 
ceramic ball bearing mechanism to lock 
into position. The watch is powered by 
an ETA 2893-2 automatic movement and 
uses an Incabloc shock protection system 
and a Glueydur balance. Price: $7,250. 


LAUNCHED IN 2000, Glashutte Orig¬ 
inal’s “Pano” line has, for many col¬ 
lectors, come to symbolize the brand. 
Last year, the company gave the line a 
mild redesign with slightly larger cases, 
thinner bezels, and subtle changes to 
the dial. This year, GO added a tour- 
billon to the collection, the Pano 
LunarTourbillon. The PLT (as it will 
certainly come to be known) has a 40 
mm by 13.1 mm rose-gold case. 

The dial has the same asymmetri¬ 
cal layout as the brand’s PanoMatic 
Lunar model, except that the tourbil- 
lon has replaced the seconds subdial. 
GO says the dial layout is in harmony 
with the golden ratio, often represent¬ 
ed as 1.6180329887. We’re not math¬ 
ematicians, so we’ll take the com¬ 
pany’s word for it. 


The PLT is powered by Caliber 93- 
02, an automatic based on Caliber 93- 
01. The moon-phase display is integrated 
into the movement and is not a module. 
Visible through a sapphire display back, 
the movement runs at 21,600 vph in 50 
jewels (including two diamonds). The 
balance wheel has eight regulating 
screws and 12 weighted screws; the bal¬ 
ance spring has a Breguet overcoil. 

An off-center gold rotor winds a 
mainspring that provides a 4 8-hour 
power reserve. Water resistance is 50 me¬ 
ters. The package is completed by a semi¬ 
matte Louisiana alligator strap in black 
or brown with a rose-gold clasp. Price: 
$117,000. 


I Breguet 

A NEW FRONT has opened at the haute horlogerie end 
of the ultra-thin wars, this one to determine who can 
produce the slimmest tourbillon. Breguet’s new thin tour- 
billon, unveiled at Baselworld but not due out until next 
year, is the Classic Tourbillon Extra-Thin 5377BR, 
which comes in at a svelte 7 mm thick (and 42 mm in 
diameter). 

The tourbillon carriage and balance wheel are titani¬ 
um and the balance spring is silicon. The escapement (es¬ 
cape wheel and pallet lever) is silicon and anti-magnetic 
steel. The movement, protected by two patents, runs at 
28,800 vph, and a single “high energy” barrel provides 
90 hours of autonomy. To keep the automatic winding 
movement thin, the bidirectional platinum winding 
rotor has been placed at the edge of the movement. 

The watch bears several of the brand’s aesthetic hall¬ 
marks. The case band is fluted, while the dial is decorated 
with four engine-turned patterns. Blued Breguet hands 
pass above Roman numerals. The power-reserve indica¬ 
tor hand is mounted at the edge of the dial between 8 and 
9 o’clock. Price: $149,500. 
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I Ball Watch 


THE NEW Engineer Hydrocarbon Space- 
master Airborne from Ball Watch pays 
tribute to the United States Air Force 
Pararescue unit, whose logo and motto 
(“That Others May Live”) is engraved on 
the watch’s caseback. This special air¬ 
borne team is responsible for rescuing 
and providing medical assistance to sol¬ 
diers engaged in military operations on 
the ground. 

Ball designed the watch to withstand 
the extreme conditions under which the 
paratroopers operate. It features Ball’s 
new patented SpringLock anti-shock sys¬ 
tem designed to protect the watch’s 
COSC-certified automatic movement 
(ETA 2836-2). The balance spring is pro¬ 
tected by a cage that absorbs the energy 
created by external impacts. Such pound¬ 
ing can hurt the accuracy of a standard me¬ 


chanical watch by 60 seconds a day, Ball 
says. The SpringLock system reduces the 
deleterious effects by 60 percent. 

Other features of the watch are Ball’s 
patented crown protection system and 
protection against magnetic fields of up 
to 4,800 A/m and shocks of up to 5,000 
Gs. Its 42-mm stainless-steel case is water 
resistant to 390 feet. The luminous unidi¬ 
rectional bezel is made of ceramic so it is 
highly resistant to corrosion, scratching, 
and UV rays. The watch’s hour, minutes, 
and seconds hands and dial markers have 
a total of 31 micro gas tubes for night¬ 
reading capability. The gas tubes are up 
to 100 times more effective than conven¬ 
tional luminescent paints, Ball says. The 
tubes are set on raised metal appliques to 
ensure that the light is diffused effectively. 
Price: $3,599. 



I Jacob & Co. 



THE NEW Epic SF 24 world timer is the 
world’s first watch with a “split flap” dis¬ 
play. Travelers are familiar with split flap 
display boards, which are used in airports 
and train stations around the world. Also 
called Solari boards (named after Solari di 
Undine, the Italian firm that manufactures 
them), the giant boards display arrival and 
departure information via a system of let¬ 
ters and numbers on hinged flaps. The 
flaps rotate speedily with a distinctive 
spinning sound, like a deck of cards in the 
deft hands of a casino dealer. 

The Epic SF 24 (the SF stands for split 
flap) watch uses the mechanical split flap 
technology in a world-time display that 
sits at the top of the watch. A cylinder con¬ 
tains two split flap systems, one showing 
the hour in a second time zone; the other 


| showing the second-time-zone city. The 
watch displays cities in 24 time zones 
(hence the 24 in the name). The wearer 
adjusts the second-time-zone display via a 
pusher on the side of the cylinder. A two- 
part sapphire crystal covers the second- 
time-zone display. 

The watch comes in rose or white gold 
($101,100) or titanium ($79,800) and has 
; a diameter of 45 mm. The skeleton hands 
on the rose-gold version shown here are 
also made of rose gold. The openworked 
dial has a micro-blasted gray center. 

The self-winding Swiss-made move¬ 
ment is the Concepto Caliber 2220 made 
exclusively for Jacob & Co. The GMT-SF 
i 24 module was developed for Jacob by 
Studio7h38. The movement has a power 
1 reserve of 40 hours. 
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THE SWISS MAKER of dive watches Doxa has introduced three 
limited editions (250 pieces each) of its SUB 300 T-Graph 
chronograph watch: one in the Professional series, with orange 
dial, and two in the Sharkhunter series, with black dials (one 
shown here). The 316L stainless-steel case has a diameter of 48 
mm, excluding the crown, and is water resistant to 300 meters. 
The crystal is nonreflective and scratch resistant. The watch con¬ 
tains an ETA 2894-2 automatic movement, decorated by Doxa. 
The hands are replicas of those on the 1969 SUB model. The up¬ 
dated stainless-steel bracelet is attached to the watch by screws, 
not spring bars. It features a ratcheting wet-suit extension that 
can be operated while the watch is on the wrist. Price: $2,890. 



IN A TYPICAL jumping-hour complication, the hours 
rotate through a stationary ring on the dial. Fortis has 
inverted this paradigm: the new Fortis F-43 Jumping 
Hour has a semi-transparent disk that rotates above a 
stationary hour ring to reveal the current hour through 
its window. The central minutes hand keeps time nor¬ 
mally. The watch has a brushed-steel, 43-mm case and 
comes on a steel bracelet or a leather strap. It is water 
resistant to 200 meters. The watch has a 4-Hz auto¬ 
matic movement with Incabloc shock protection. Indi¬ 
vidually numbered, the F-43 is limited to a series of 500 
pieces. Price: $5,025. 


I Deep Blue 

THANKS TO a pressure sensor in the caseback, the new 
Depth Meter Diver from Deep Blue can measure how 
far under water you’ve gone, up to 50 meters. The depth 
gauge markers can be found on the flange. The Depth 
Meter Diver has a 45-mm stainless-steel case and is 
water resistant to 200 meters. The unidirectional rotat¬ 
ing bezel has luminous markings on it; there is also 
Super-FumiNova on the hour indices and on the hands. 
In addition to the depth meter, the watch has a chrono¬ 
graph function with 1/20-second indication. A 24-hour 
subdial is at 9 o’clock and a date window at 3 o’clock. 
The watch has a stainless-steel bracelet with a divers’ 
wetsuit extension.

THE BULGARI Bulga ri watch, launched in 1977, is a pillar of 
the Bulgari brand. Its most distinctive feature is the double 
“Bulgari” on its bezel. 

This year, Bulgari launched an updated Bulgari Bulgari 
Chronograph powered for the first time by Zenith’s El 
Primero movement, which Bulgari calls Caliber BVL 328. 
(Zenith and Bulgari are both owned by LVMH.) The move¬ 
ment retains its signature 36,000 vph rate, which allows it to 
time events to the nearest tenth of a second - the only chrono¬ 
graph movement with that capability. The watch offers a cen¬ 
tral chronograph seconds hand, small seconds at 9 o’clock, a 
30-minute counter at 3 o’clock, and a 12-hour counter at 6 
o’clock. 

The 41-mm Bulgari Bulgari Chronograph is available in a 
rose-gold ($27,700) or steel ($9,500) case, water resistant to 
100 meters. 


THE Slimline Moonphase Manufacture watch contains a 
new moon-phase manufacture movement, Caliber F-705. 
The movement has a 42-hour power reserve and 26 jewels. 
The watch features a detailed moon indication created by a 
new technology called laser ablation. A single-crown adjust¬ 
ment system sets the time, date and moon phase. With the 
crown in its first position, the wearer winds the watch. With 
the crown in the second position, the wearer sets the date by 
turning the crown clockwise and sets the moon phase by 
turning the crown counterclockwise. In the third position, the 
wearer sets the time, turning the hour and minutes hands. 

The watch has a three-part case with a diameter of 42 
mm. It comes in five versions: two with stainless-steel cases, 
one in a rose-gold-plated case and two with rose-gold cases. 
Prices start at $3,550. 
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IShinola 


BASELWORLD MARKED the interna¬ 
tional debut of a new watch made in 
America by Shinola, a manufacturing 
company launched in Detroit last year. 
(It also makes bicycles, leather goods and 
journals.) Shinola assembles quartz ana¬ 
log watch movements at its factory in 
Detroit using parts imported from Ron- 
da, Switzerland’s second largest move¬ 
ment producer. The movements, which 
Shinola calls Argonite, are then cased in 


the factory. The Runwell, shown here, is 
the brand’s leading collection; it features 
a seconds subdial at 6 o’clock and con¬ 
tains the Argonite 1069 movement. The 
stainless-steel case is 40 mm and water 
resistant to 500 meters. (The collection 
also has 47-mm and 28-mm versions.) 
Each Shinola watch declares its Detroit 
origins on the dial and on a plate fixed to 
the caseback (“Built in Detroit”). Price:

lAlpina 


THE SIGNATURE FEATURE of the new 

Sailing Yachttimer Countdown watch 
from Alpina is the countdown feature in a 
window extending from 0 to 4 o’clock on 
the dial. In the final 10 seconds of the 
countdown, numerals appear in the win¬ 
dow from 10 to 1 culminating in a fluo¬ 
rescent orange start indicator. The watch 
features luminescent white hour and min¬ 
utes hands and a fluorescent orange sec¬ 
onds hand. The 44-mm case is made of 
stainless steel and is water resistant to 
300 meters. Atop it is a unidirectional 
sapphire compass bezel graduated over 
360 degrees. The case has a transparent 
back with a view of the AL-880 auto¬ 
matic movement. Price: $3,395. 



Maurice 

Lacroix 

ADDING TO ITS Pontos collection, this 
year Maurice Lacroix introduced the 
Pontos S, a diving chronograph. Its black 
sun-brushed dial has a 30-minute counter 
at 12 o’clock, running seconds at 9 
o’clock, and a 12-hour counter at 6 
o’clock with a date window inside the sub¬ 
dial. The Pontos S is powered by an auto¬ 
matic Valjoux 7750 movement and has a 
power reserve of 46 hours. Its 43-mm case 
is made of stainless steel. The Pontos S 
comes with both a stainless-steel bracelet 
and a matching NATO strap. The watch is 
available with accents in gray, blue, orange 
or red. Price: $4,440. 
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IKari Voutilainen 


IN 2011, the independent watchmaker 
Kari Voutilainen introduced a watch 
called the Vingt-8 (or Twenty-8 in 
English): the first serially produced 
wristwatch he had ever made containing 
a movement of his own design. Vouti¬ 
lainen built this watch from the main- 
plate up. He even designed its direct im¬ 
pulse escapement. 

This year, Voutilainen added a pow¬ 
er-reserve display to the watch, naming 
the new model the Vingt-8R. The move¬ 
ment, a manual wind, incorporates two 
additional new features: hacking seconds 
and a system that limits the power 
reserve to 49 hours (of a possible 65 
hours), so that the watch runs only while 
the mainspring generates an amplitude at 


the balance wheel that provides the best 
chronometric performance. 

The new movement required the cre¬ 
ation of about 70 new parts. It has 228 
components altogether, including Ger¬ 
man silver plates and bridges and rose- 
gold wheels. It runs at 18,000 vph in 28 
jewels. 

The silver dial is engine-turned by 
hand. The applied indexes and numerals 
are gold, and the hand-made hands are 
gold and steel. 

The case measures 39 mm by 11.4 mm 
and is available in platinum, rose gold and 
white gold. It will be produced as a limited 
edition of 25 total pieces. Price: SF82,000 
in gold and SF91,000 in platinum. (U.S. 
prices were not available at press time.) 




IMuhle-Glashutte 


WHEN THE NEWLY formed 
marine battalion of the German 
Navy approached Miihle- 
Glashiitte to make a watch appro¬ 
priate for its needs, the result was 
the Seebataillon GMT. The watch 
has been designed to be shock 


resistant, with a 44-mm titanium 
case and a screw-down crown at 
4 o’clock. It is also water resistant 
to 300 meters. The watch has a 
bidirectional rotating countdown 
bezel in blue to match the dial. On 
the dial, indices are coated in 
Super-FumiNova for visibility, 
and the GMT hand has a gold tri¬ 
angular end to distinguish it from 
the other hands. The movement is 
the automatic ETA 2893-2; it has 
woodpecker-neck regulation and 
a Muhle-specific rotor. The See¬ 
bataillon GMT comes on a rubber 
strap with a stainless-steel clasp. 
Price: $3,599. 
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IVisconti 


TO CELEBRATE its 25th anniversary, 
Visconti has developed a new line of 
watches to complement its collection of 
pens. The GMT Sport features a second 
time zone in a subdial at 6 o’clock, which 
also has a day/night indicator. A big-date 
display is visible beneath the Visconti 
logo at 12 o’clock. The central hour and 
minutes hands are skeletonized with nib¬ 
like ends, meant to resemble a fountain 
pen. The most striking characteristic of 
Visconti watches is the two vertical 
“bridges” that stand above the circular 
case and connect to the lugs; on the GMT 
Sport they are made of titanium. The case 
itself is stainless steel with black PVD 
treatment. At the crown it is 47 mm in 
diameter, with a height of 57.7 mm. 
Toward the sides of the dial are apertures 
to reveal the Swiss-made Soprod move¬ 
ment, SOP 9351/A10-2. The caseback 
has a sapphire window and is screwed 
down. The GMT Sport comes on a black 
micropierced leather strap. Price: $6,850. 


IGucci 

NEW THIS YEAR, the Gucci 
Coupe XL Bronze Automatic 
Chronograph applies the earlier 
Gucci Coupe design to a chrono¬ 
graph model. Powered by the ETA 
Valjoux 7750, this chronograph 
has a see-through caseback to 
reveal the automatic movement. 
The running seconds are located at 
9 o’clock, in a subdial set off in a 
bronze color. A date display is at 4 
o’clock. The dial is framed in a 
clous de Paris motif under the 
bronze-colored hour indices. The 
case, 44 mm in diameter, is stain¬ 
less steel in the back but bronze in 
front, so the patina will change 
over time as the watch ages. The 
Coupe XL is water resistant to 50 
meters. Price: $2,695. 




IMemorigin 


MEMORIGIN, THE HONG KONG 

brand known for tour billon watches, 
introduced a new timepiece in 2013: the 
Starlit Legend Series Imperial Tour- 
billon. The time is visible in a large sub¬ 
dial at 6 o’clock, which has blue indices 
and blue hands with a luminous coat¬ 
ing. At 3 o’clock is a 24-hour-time dial, 
with a day/night indicator featuring 
images of the sun and moon inside of it. 
The Imperial Tour billon has a 70-hour 
power reserve, and its indicator can be 
found at 9 o’clock. The tourbillon is at 
the top of the dial, with “Memorigin” 
skeletonized across the balance wheel. 
The watch has two mainsprings in 
order to power the tourbillon as well as 
the other functions. The Imperial Tour¬ 
billon has a 43-mm stainless-steel case 
and comes on an alligator strap. Price:

THIS YEAR BROUGHT the first-ever luxury watch from Casio 
G-Shock. The Metal Twisted G-Shock (or “MT-G”) gets its name 
from the combination of stainless steel, resin and “alpha gel” used 
to create the watch case. As with other G-Shock watches, the MT- 
G is designed to withstand intense environmental conditions: its 
Triple G Resist technology protects it against shock, gravitational 
effects, and centrifugal force. The watch uses radio-controlled 
time and date updates to ensure accurate atomic time. Subdials 
display the chronograph functions, alarm, and other features, 
most of which are triggered via the crown. The MT-G comes on a 
stainless-steel bracelet; as shown here, its price is $900. 


THE NEW Ritmo Mundo Quantum III has a split¬ 
screen look to it. The watch has a distinctive display, 
with the left side of the dial in a subdued black carbon 
fiber and the right side featuring a more standard dis¬ 
play, with orange accents. Powered by a Swiss Ronda 
8040.B quartz chronograph movement, the Quantum 
III has a large date display at 12 o’clock and one and a 
half subdials visible on the right side of the dial. The 
case is made of stainless steel and carbon fiber and is 50 
mm in diameter. The Quantum III is water resistant to 
100 meters.

lAlexander Shorokhoff 


GERMAN watchmaker Alexander Shorokhoff 
introduced its Babylonian model this year. This 
watch has a manually wound movement that 
beats at 3 Hz; it has a 42-hour power reserve. 
The center of the dial display is cut out to reveal 
the movement, which has been polished in a 
“sun beam” design. Encircling this opening are 
the signs of the zodiac, as well as the sun and 
moon. The chapter ring features stars on a black 
mother-of-pearl background. The watch has a 
stainless-steel case, 47 mm in diameter, and 
sapphire crystals on both the front and the back. 
The Babylonian comes on an ostrich strap. It is 
being produced in a limited edition of 500 
pieces.

THE NEW Hydroscaph Limited Edition 
Central Chronograph from Clerc brings 
a novel element to the sports watch. Its 
two-subdial display provides the run¬ 
ning seconds and a 24-hour indicator. 
But all of the chronograph function 
occurs at the center of the dial: two cen¬ 
ter-mounted hands count the elapsed 
seconds and elapsed minutes. This 
unusual and highly readable arrange¬ 
ment makes for easy recording of short 


events. The Hydroscaph is powered by 
Caliber C608, an automatic movement. 
It also has a date window at 6 o’clock. 
The DLC-coated steel case is 43.8 mm 
wide, but when the lateral protectors 
that extend out from the sides are in¬ 
cluded, it comes to 49.8 mm. The watch 
has a power reserve of 44 hours and is 
water resistant to 500 meters.

THE NEW Ahoi Datum is an update of 
the brand’s Tangomat. The watch uses 
the same automatic movement, Nomos’s 
Zeta caliber. It has a stainless-steel two- 
part case with a diameter of 40 mm. The 
crown screws down and has a subtle 
crown guard surrounding it. On the 
white dial, hour indexes are coated with 
Super-LumiNova. The light blue hour 
and minutes hands also have luminous 
coating. There is a small seconds subdial 
at 6 o’clock, with a date window below 
it. The Ahoi also has a caseback to allow 
a view of the movement. The watch is 
water resistant to 200 meters. It has a 
black textile strap, but also comes with a 
Horween leather strap and a strap¬ 
changing tool.

ILuminox 

THE Modern Mariner Automatic from 
Luminox saves its colors for the dark. 
With the lights out, one can see a highly 
illuminated dial. The hands and 12 
o’clock index have ice-blue light tubes, 
and the other hour markers light up in 
green. These tubes, Luminox says, will 
glow for 25 years. Inside the Mariner is an 
automatic Sellita SW220-1 movement. 
The 45-mm case is stainless steel, as is the 
unidirectional rotating bezel, which has 
another blue light tube at 12 o’clock. The 
Mariner has a screw-down caseback and 
a nonreflective sapphire crystal in front. 
Day and date are displayed at 3 o’clock, 
and there are 24-hour markings inside the 
ring of indices.

THE Soarway Transglobe from Kobold delivers a lot of information without 
clutter. Hours, minutes and seconds are all at the center of its matte black dis¬ 
play, and a subdial at 12 o’clock features hours and minutes for a second time 
zone. A date dial is at 6 o’clock, and a subdued display between 9 and 
10 o’clock gives day/night indication. The case is made of stainless steel and is 
43.5 mm in diameter. The screw-down crown has protectors on either side. 
The watch is water resistant to 300 meters. It has a unidirectional rotating 
bezel with a minutes scale. The Soarway Transglobe is powered by a modified 
ETA 2892 movement, adjusted in five positions. It comes on a stainless-steel 
bracelet or a canvas strap with buckle. Price: $3,400. 
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
